Tha Collet li Not* the Fashionable K».l. 

simple Hole* Tor Making Three or Kotir 

Klutls of Their »w Trimming.

The collet is now the fashionable fnt! 
in the wav of trimming of ortlinarv 
dresses, ami it is also <!esi<nie<l for the 
purpose <>f affording something that is 
next to nothing to wear urountl the neck 
•n<l should* rs. There are tnanv varie- 
ties, some of them more remarkable than 
beantiful and others s» pretty and sc 
stylish that one forgets what collets i re. 
They are really only make believes, t 
ns they are so charming let us ad t 
them and get one if we can, each of »*, 
If vre cannot buy one already made, per 
haps we can make one ourselves. We 
if we know how and are willing to try. 

Let me tell you all how to make three 
or four styles. t)ne — and perhaps two— 
of the most striking of them all has a rip 
pie cape in the back and comes down *<- 
a deep point in front. This was made of 
corded black silk, and had no ornament 
■are a Brandeburg to fasten it. Th* 
points are ent on the straight and the 
rest in a semicircle, and this is joined 
by a seam in the liack. It is lined with 
taffeta in a bright or opalescent color. 
The edge at the top is simply turned in 
and hemmed, and us it meets half way 
down the bust it seems to give a V 
shaped effect to the waist of the gown. 
The outside and linings are cut just 
alike and the edges stitched. The seam 
is then turned where the neck part is 
hemmed, the edges are slightly pressed 
with a not very warm iron and the 
fastenings sewn on. It need not take 
over an hour's work, and the style is 
very gixxl. 

Another collet is arranged in two 
plaited ruffles, ou<‘ deejier than the other, 
and the ends i»ointed and reaching the 
waist, where they hang naturally eras- 
ed. This need not be lined if made of 
middling thick goods, and the edges are 
bound with ribbon of as hapely contrast 
ing shade. Cashmere, black or dark 
brown, with green ribbon is very prettY. 
Of course it is understood that the green 
is to be of a soft and artistic shade, 
though, to lie sure, almost all shades art: 
used now. But we are supposing that 
the lady is a wouiau of genuine taste. 
The collar is lined with silk, the color of 
the riblion and box plaited so that it 
stands up as a pierrot ruffle. 

Another very ornate collet has 18 pieces 
of black silk cut in shapes something 
like a baseball bat. The two front ones 
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THE DAINTY COLLET. 

are the longest, and the others graduate 
in length. Each is finished separately, 
and then they are tacked together from 
the under side and Hared a very little 
at the neck, so that the collar may Ik 
formed with scallops at the top. The 
different pieces are all rounded, top and 
bottom, and lined with thin silk and in- 
terlined with crinoline to give them sha|>e. 
Each one of these pieces is beaded with 
a few fine jet l*eads set on irregularly, 
and on the shoulders, where the scallojK 
are bnt U inches long, there is a black 
lace frill, which sets up high, so as t< 
give place to sleeve. The front scallop* 
are 14 inches long, and to the four center 
front ones are four rich tassels of jet, 
with fancy headings. This is a very 
rich little collet and can bo made til 
black or dark colored velvet, and it would 
be handy for ladies who wear low even- 
ing dresses to slip on to protect the chest 
when going out of warm rooms. It 
could also Ik- worn over a house dress in 
cool weather indoors, and whenever it it 
worn it will give a dressy effect to a 
plain gown. 

Many of the collets are more in the 
form of ruffles and double ruffles than 
anything. One pretty one is of corinth 
red silk and is cut on the straight, the 
lower ruffle being 10 inches from thei 
neck line and the upper two inches 
shorter. At the top there is a triple box 
plaited ruffle of the same that makes a 
becoming frill about the neck. With 
two loops and end* of grosgraiu nl»l»ou 
this is a very dainty collet for u young 
la<lv. Black silk, satin or velvet would 
be even handsomer than red, which 1« 
rather too voyante to be iu the best 
taste. 

1 have noticed among the early fall 
goods some that are called painted silks. 
The silk is generally pongee in dark or 
light shades or black, with little clusters 
of dots of a highly contrasting color 
apparently stenciled npon them. A black 
pongee had emerald green dots, three iu 
a cluster, and another hail scarlet dots 
of seven— one in the center a little larger 
than the others, and the six around it. 
It may be that this is a clever device of 
printed silk, but it looks like painted 
silk. 

1 saw a gown that was being made for 
Fanny Davenport, and there were masses 
of white camellias and their green foliage 
painted ou the rich grosgraiu. Painted 
flowers of quite large size were also seen 
ou a pale lilac silk, the flowers being 
white lilaca and pale pink azaleas. The 
•ilk seems to take the paint without 



showing any oily margin, and if paint* 
ing becomes a real fashion instead of 
being something that is only seen on the 
gowns of the favored few it will open 
the door to great possibilities and also 
the door of hope for the young artist 
whose forte lies in painting flowers. 

Lillian Russell has a new pale blue 
satin gown for home, and on this is 
painted a bewildering maze of tall grass- 
es, from which peep scarlet poppies. The 
different greens in the irrassi s and the 
leaves of the poppies are most artistically 
treated, and the flowers look as if they 
grew there. The painted pattern ex- 
tends all aronnd the skirt. The sleeves 
are puire, which fall bark, leaving t’-e 
round white arms exposed, except for 
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FOR FARt.Y FALL, 

an nndersleeve of spangled bine tulle. 
A wide scarf of that is tied across th* 
bust and falls to the feet. With this art 
a tiny tea cap. a bunch of spangled tulle 
as big as an ordinary rosette, and on toj 
of it one of open poppy and one half open 
bud. This contrasts well with the abun- 
dant tresses of the fair singer. 

And here let me say that this hair all 
belongs on that lady's head. Many per- 
sons assert that she wears a wig, bnt it 
is not so. All the daughters in th* 
Leonard family have magnificent hair. 
Lillian Russell's real name was Helen 
Leonard nntil she married Braham, and 
later Solomon. She knows how to dress 
well and does it. So, though she make* 
no pretense to lead the fashion, it shows 
that jwinted silks will certainly find 
favor with those who can paint and 
those who can afford to pay an artist. 

Some of the new plaids are frightful 
the pattern is so large and striking, bn! 
others again are very handsome. I saw 
one that was very ladylike, and at th* 
same time it was in the height of style 
It was of gray twilled cheviot, with bias 
diamond sh>i[>ed plaids formed by whit* 
lines, three one way and two the other 
There was something very refined and 
delicate about this plaid. It is a pity 
all are not as npat and refined. Th* 
dress of which it was made was ent stir 
plice waist over a V of white lace ovei 
pale blue silk. The sleeves were iu soft 
double puff, the forearm piece beiiip 
also of plaid. The liottoni of the skirt 
was perfectly plain, save for three line* 
of white castle braid. 

The hat to go with this dress was ol 
lustrous gray straw, turned up to th 
come, with three turquoise velvet ro 
settee and two fancy plumes of gra> 
chicken feathers. The saw tooth straws 
I think, will be worn quite far Into th* 
autumn. They did not make their ap 
itearance until summer was well ad 
vanced, and they became so popular at 
once that the fancy for them will be lon^ 
dying out.
